A doctor'* chances of staving out 
of uniform are getting summer, with 
thousand* to be called

armed service* in the month* ahead, 
according to an article in the Auguat 
29 isaue of "U. 8 New* and World 
Report." 
The magazine say* th at in the 
next 24 months the draft La likely 
to reach many doctor* who thought 
themselves fairly safe from recall 
because they ar# veterans of World 
War IL 
* Demand for doctor* in the armed 
force* is high and creeping upward,” 
the article say*. In the ftr»t year of 
the Korean War to June 90, 1951, 
with military strength rising, the 
armed forces took 4,700 physician* 
and 2.700 dent UU. 
In the second year, ending June 
30, 1952, only about 2 OOO physicians 
and 1,500 dentist* were called, but 
in the third year which will end 
June 30, 1953, the services will need 
5.900 doctors and 3.500 d e n tu u to 
replace those whose service is ending 
this year. Estimates for the fourth 
year are 4.100 doctors and 1.700 
dentlsu and for the fifth year, 7.200 
physicians and 4.500 d en tu u . 
By contrast, the supply u strictly 
limited. The group of young phy­ 
sicians and dentlsu who were de­ 
ferred and in some cases given 
financial ald to complete their edu­
